We have been placed in possession of some 
interesting details. which have come down 
in a Chinese letter from’ the Imperialist 
Camp in Chilhi; concerning the engage- 
ments between Li-Hung-Chang and the 
Tebels.’ Towards the.end of August it scoms 
that the camp. was pitched at a place called 
Lien Chun, net far from Woo-Chinu-Haien, 
in the department .of B’eu-chien-foo. The 
country around is described: as extremely 
flat, and there lave been heavy fluods, 
which: caused considerable damage to the 
earth-works, and ‘deatroyed several farm- 
‘Steads and other buildings in the neighbuur- 
hood ; besides -swamping’ thie -tonts of the 
soldiers, which however were shortly after- 
‘wards duly Fepalred The success, such as 
itis, which has been achisved . over. the 
Nienfei:is due in: a: great meagura to-the 
‘foreiguer who is assisting the Iniperialists, 
‘and whose name we are unable to make vut. 
from the Chinese paraphrase of it, Every 
‘action in which he was present was success- 
ful, and..jk_géema ‘that he took. an active 
‘part, himself capturing or slaying many of 
‘the Nienfei. : ‘After th.se succosses,.it seams 
{that Chang-Sun-Yi, ‘the Rebel Chief, was 
willing to give -bimself-up, atid advanced 
towards -the Iniperialist’ lities-\with: that 
object ; but, suspecting the intentions of 
Li, he retired. Upon-this, it-scems the 
account of the Rebel Chjéi’s capture’ was 
sent by. Lito -Pokin.-.In the East of the

Wo, learn. that. the reception given to Mr.
